Too  often  the  pastor  j finds  h'unself  hut  a ser- 
vant of  the  board  of  deacons,  and;  he  goes 
to  them  for  advice  arid  for ’directions  in  all 
things  as  much  as  |f  they  were  a lot  of 
presiding  elders.  It  (is  a shame  on  the  pas- 
torate to  be  thus  dorpinatcd  by  the  body  of 
men  that  the  New  Toatamen).  puts  under  the 
direction  of  the  pastor,  the  divinely  or- 
dained overseer  and  leader  of  tje  whole 
flock.  The  pastor  wiho  wnitB  to  'be  butted 
around  by  a few  bell-wethers  of  (he  flock 
before  he  dares  to  np>ve,  is  (not  a Shepherd 
at  alL  and  is  but  little  more  in  his  Wbrk  than 
the  shepherd’s  dog.

They  have  no  morh  officUl  authority  over
